PARIS, Feb. 24.—Premier Daladier today won the support of the 
Chamber of Deputies for his decision to recognize the rule of 
General Franco as the legal government of Spain. The Premier 
based his appeal to the Chamber on two prime conventions: 

1. That the cause of government Spain was hopeless; 

2. That France’s national security demanded that Franco be 

recognized, 

“] am persuaded,” he told the Chamber, “that this very year 
peace will have to be vigilantly defended. | believe I am in a posi- 
tion to state that England is resolved to recognize the government 
of General Franco next week.” 


PARIS, Feb. 24—Premier Edouard 
Daladier announced in the chamber of 
deputies today he would propose French 
recognition of the Spanish Nationalist re- 
gime at a council of ministers Monday. 


Daladier made this statement 
while discussing a leftist request 
for immediate debate on a motion 
concerning recognition. Daladier 
proposed that this motion be tabl- 
ed and asked the chamber for a 
vote of confidence on the issue.

“Mr. Bennett was able to get 
$35,000,000 at a rate of one per cent 
by the simple expedient of issuing 
a treasury bill and these funds were 
not used for creating new national 
assets but were used to make up 
the deficiency of earnings at that 
time,” he said. 

“It is a pity that Mr. Bennett did 
not carry his experiment further by 
using funds created in this manner 
for the construction of public high- 
ways,” he added. 

Mr. Cockroft said the Dominion 
government should start a work for 
wages program immediately and 
continue it for four years.

More “Racial Determination” 


No one who has not tried to mix oil 
and water is quite qualified to sense the 
difficulties Malcolm MacDonald is meet- 
ing in trying to reconcile the Arabs and 
Jews in Palestine. When he arranged a 
round table conference in London, the 
Palestine Arabs refused to send repre- 
sentatives, and delegates from Iraq and 
Egypt said their presence must not be 
supposed to prejudice their future aiti- 
tude toward the idea of a Jewish national 
home in the land of very “unholy” bitter- 
ness. 

Unscrambling the racial admixture 
Palestine is about as unpromising a job 
as sorting out the elements in Eu 
population blend at the close of the great 
war, and the chance of getting the two 
Strains to live together in peace looks 
rather less hopeful. As for the scheme to 
chop the country up into three sections, 
that seems to be the one plan on which 
Palestine opinion is practically unani

The root of the difficulty is that Bri- 
tain is trying to adjust matters in keep- 
ing with the principles of democracy. If 
one of the totalitarian bosses had the 
country in charge there would be no trou- 
ble making a_ settlement. Both races 
would just do what they were told—or 
take the well-known consequences 
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A More Tactful Appeal 


Premier Bracken does not approve the 
proposal to abandon the “pegged price”’ 
for wheat and substitute a bonus per acre 
for land sown to wheat, oats, barley, rye 
and other kinds of grain. This, he says, 
would not be a bonus on the production 
of wheat, but an insurance plan to save 
growers of all kinds of grain from being 
ruined by drought, frost, hail or low 
prices. That seems to be the substance 
of the matter.

It Can't Be Done? 


There are 13,000 unemployed heads of 
families in Alberta. To set them at work 
at regular wages would require, it is cal- 
culated, $15,000,000 a year, Hence, it is 
argued, work projects cannot be launched 
on a scale sufficiently large to provide 
the needed employment; because to get 
the money it would be necessary to bor- 
row and pay interest, the sum being too 
large to be raised by additional taxation 
—which it obviously is, 

But there are a couple of other facts 
to be taken into consideration before con- 
cluding that work and wage programs 
cannot meet the unemployment problem, 
here and elsewhere in Canada. 

One is that a sum in excess of $4,500,- 
000 was spent in Alberta last year to ex- 
tend relief—not including $1,244,000 spent 
on capital account for relief works, and 
represented by highways and other tan- 
gible assets. Last year’s relief outlay 
would have paid the interest on the $15,- 
000,000, and supplied a quarter of the 
sum besides — and in return for the 
wage-work there would be a correspond- 
ing amount of new public improvements, 
whereas “direct relief’ is a waste of the 
recipients’ time as well as of the taxpay- 
ers’ money. 

A more important point is that when 
one idle man is set at wage-work, em- 
ployment is provided for another man 
somewhere in supplying him with ma- 
terials, tools, and family requirements at 
the normal scale. It would not be neces- 
sary to employ the whole 13,000 idle men 
on work projects financed by the pub- 
lic. If half or two-thirds of them were so 
engaged, the others would be absorbed in- 
to industry as a consequence. 

By looking at gross figures it is easy 
to reach the conclusion that wage-work 
projects to employ the idle would break 
the province, or even the Dominion. When 
the figures are examined in the light of 
other facts they are less terrible, and the 
possibility of making profitable use of 
idle hands is by no means hopeless.

A Calgary alderman wants the Pro- 
vincial Government to expropriate all 
capital investments in coal, oil, natural 
gas and power enterprises in Alberta, 
paying for these in provincial bonds. 
Whether the bonds would be turned over 
at market value or face value he does not 
say. Perhaps that would not matter so 
far as concerns the attractiveness of the 
scheme to the parties most interested.

Brief 


These columns previously recountéd a story 
which perhaps will bear repeating. It illustrates 
the simple, direct language of sailormen. The 
story happened a few years ago when the 
steamer Kenkerry, off her course in a howling 
blizzard, ran aground the shore of Halifax 
harbor and pounded to pieces on the ugly rocks 
near Portuguese Cove. The crew were close to 
land but a strip of angry, roaring water separated 
them from safety. Finally a line from ship to 
shore was rigged with a breeches buoy and 
through the dark night, made darker by the 
raging storm, the crew members, one by one, 
were hauled to the clifftop.

U. S. Foreign Poicy 


If the various members of the Senate had 
deliberately set out to injure France, they could 
not have done so more effectively than by 
attacking the President and making an acrimon- 
ious issue out of the sale of the 650 airplanes to 
the French. 

For with England's position regarding France 
known to both Germany and Italy, and both 
Hitler and Chamberlain working for concessions 
for Il Duce from France, the suggestion of aid 
from the United States would have been a trump 
card for Daladier, Italy’s venomous response is 
sufficient proof of the extent of her fears of such 
a contingency. Not only would it mean a less 
amenable France—but a Hitler less willing at 
the moment to participate on the side of Italy 
should active war result. 

I do not believe that President Roosevelt ever 
intended to make more than a gesture of assist- 
ance to outbluff the bluffers. All the various 
governments have been, and are today, buying 
airplanes and war materials in the United States 
—and certainly the sale of planes to France is in 
itself nothing to create such a disturbance about. 
If the airplane carrying the French observer had 
not crashed, the newspapers would shortly have 
recorded the sale of airplanes to France as a nor- 
mal transaction, just as the English order was 
recently announced. Therefore, the fight in the 
Senate is purely political. 

Unfortunately, this injudicious publicity will 
create a fear among thoughtful citizens every- 
where, that there are those in important places 
to whom the welfare of the country seems 
secondary to the venting of their hatred and 
political animosity against President Roosevelt. 

The President summons members of the 
Senate to a “confidential” discussion of most deli- 
cate angles of the foreign situation, and the next 
day the press contains a scarehead version pur- 
porting to be the substance of this talk—and there 
Was no press release. 

The handling of this matter has helped no 
one—including the United States. And yet, we 
are facing a critica) situation that demands the 
greatest co-operation between all parties and a 
minimum of friction 

We are all aware how the weakness of France 
and England has strengthened Germany, Italy 
and Japan, who have already acquired a dom- 
inant cultural and economic position in Latin 
America with all that danger implies. 

The quicker we get to work to mend our 
fences, the better off we will be. The first step 
is unity—for we must stand together. The next 
is rearmament—so that our voice will be re- 
spected, The third is diplomatic preparedness— 
because it is necessary for us to have the best and 
most capable diplomatic and commercial staffs 
and representation possible in every country in 
South America. 

We must meet totalitarian competition suc- 
cessfully through reciprocal trade (barter ar- 
rangements, if you will)—as there are many 
ways of adjustment in goods even with the Ar- 
gentine. By greater financing of orders through 
the Import-Export Bank which was formed for 
that purpose years ago. By the sale of gold to 
these countries (which has already been under 
discussion), and through the many other known 
ways to be intensively developed. 

If we don't do these things we will surround 
ourselves with enemies eager to overcome us; 
and when I say overcome us, I mean by the new 
type of warfare—economic and political penetra- 
tton-—-the same methods that were used on the 
new vassal States abroad. 

As for Europe itself, our government seems 
well aware of the futility of active armed par- 
ticipation on our part. It would not save the 
situation, which in fact is more likely to be 
settled in the “Munich way” rather than by 
actual conflict on the battlefield. —-Charles 
Benedict, in The Magazine of Wall Street.

A little copper 
has been found and some lignite, but who wants 
to equip miners to battle with the elements in 
wind-swept Antarctica? We have copper and 
fuel nearer home, lacking development that don’t 
need ice-breakers to bring them to market, Better 
leave Antarctica to the seals and the penguins 
than quarrel over it, 

Better still, both disputants might enter the 
appeasement business, ceding the whole 430,000 
square miles to Germany. It may not be possible 
to spare Herr Hitler from Germany, but a few 
heated speeches by Goering and Goebbels might 
melt the icy barriers and uncover useable 
wealth.

Now we shall find how effective appease- 
ment is as a policy towards dictators. In return 
for British recognition of Italy’s rape of Ethiopia, 
and the assistance it will be in aiding the trade 
of that stricken country, the appeased Mussolini 
promised to withdraw all his troops from Spain 
as soon as Franco had won, 
Franco has won. He is now 
given recognition as the ruler 
of Spain. But Mussolini shows 
no readiness to withdraw his troops. His con- 
trolled press now sets up the claim that a poli- 
tical victory as well as a military victory must 
be won before the Italian divisions leave Spain. 

No one who has given attention to Mussolini 
and his promises could believe that he was pay- 
ing out much-needed money and spilling Italian 
blood without expectation of some substantial 
material gain. Not even the pleasure of having 
his bombers and submarines sink British ships 
and kill British crews under the thin disguise of 
being “loaned” to Franco, would compensate him 
for the million or more a day his aid has cost 
Italy. (How little control Franco had over the 
Italion air fleets was shown when Italian bomb- 
ers attacked Minorca, in defiance of a promise by 
Franco, while one of Franco’s chiefs was nego- 
tiating for its peaceful surrender aboard H.M.S. 
Devonshire.) 

Chamberlain’s friends say he has all along 
sincerely believed that at the end of the Spanish 
war he could engineer the exit of the German 
and Spanish forces and work with Franco for 
the restoration of a friendly Spain. He relies on 
the money power of Britain in a money-hungry 
Europe. Now is the testing time of his wisdom. 
Even those who differ from him will wish for 
his success.

THE “GOODWILL” planned last July as a 


round-the-world cruise “to 
demonstrate Italy's naval strength,” the ships 
were detained and the cruise cancelled last Sep- 
tember owing to the grave international situa- 
tion. After the Munich Pact had guaranteed 
“peace in this generation,” to use the optimistic 
phrase of Prime Minister Chamberlain, the 
cruise was resumed as a “goodwill tour.” 

First stop was Brazil. Leaving Rio de Jan- 
eiro just before Christmas, the Duca d'Aosta ran 
aground on a sandbar. After being refloated 
she joined her sister ship at Montevideo, where 
the first of the “incidents” occurred that marred 
the goodwill part of the tour. Sixty sailors of the 
Duca d'Aosta fought cafe crowds who objected to 
their Fascist salutes. They were rescued and 
escorted back to their ship by the Montevideo 
police, ° 

From Chile and Peru the vessels visited Ecua- 
dor where the government had to put down a 
hostile demonstration organized by students. A 
reception for the Italian crews was stoned by 
the demonstrators. Then came the unfortunate 
happenings at Panama where the visiting ad- 
miral and Minister Capanni were peed with 
eggs and fruit as they drove to the Presidency. 
It followed a statement by Virgino Guida, Musso- 
lini’s mouthpiece, that “Panama may have to 
become Germany and Italy's defensive frontier” 
~-the Panamanians failing to appreciate the com- 
pliment. 

Following the recall, the cruisers stopped at 
Mexico for provisions and fuel, but crews were 
not allowed to visit Mexico City, where members 
of the Mexican labor organization, the C.T.M., 
were instructed to wear black arm bands to give 
funereal greetings to the visitors. 

As a missioner of “goodwill,” Mussolini seems 
to be a total loss.

The practice of franking letters 
(that is sending them free of charge) 
to and from members of parliament 
at Ottawa is a continuation of a 
system inaugurated in the province 
of Canada in 1855, but it was tried; 
some 18 years before, while the post | 
office was still administered from| 
London, England. In 1837 both) 
Houses of the Legislature of Upper | 
Canada passed a franking act, un-! 
der which the members were auth- | 
orized to send their letters free dur- | 
ing the session. This was regarded | 
as “a colonial invasion” of British| 
rights, and the béll was disallowed | 
by London, despite the fact that it 
had been given the royal asseit by | 
Sir Francis Bond Head. Then re- 
sulted a struggle between the post 
office and the legislatures, the mem- | 
bers of which continued to mail! 
their letters without stamps Even-| 
tually both Lower and Upper Can- 
ada had to pay large sums to wipe | 
out these postage arrears. When| 
the postal service was taken over by | 
the various provinces in 1851 the 
franking privilege was allowed, un- 
til, 1867, when it was confined to the| 
two Houses of the dominion parlia- 
ment alone. Many attempts have 
been made to secure franking priv- 
ileges for members of the provincial 
legislatures, all in vain. 

Until 1892 the various departments 
of the dominion government had to 
pay postage, but on Oct. 25, 1892, an 
order in-councii, based on a memo- 
randum of the post office depart. | 
ment, dated Feb. 24, authorized free 
postage for every branch of the ger- 
vice, followed a few weeks later by 
an order thet no private mall should 
be included in the official bags, only 
to be disregarded, for it was for 
many years common knowledge 
that families of civil servants used 
to hand their letters to “Dad” to be 
included in the office mail, and thus 
save postage. Every now and again 
there have been stoppages of this 
private mail, and civil servants were 
warned not to “cheat the post of- 
fice.” But even now a good many 
private letters get into the mail 
without postage stamps, especially
